SYNODICAL  records. 

The  committee  to  examine  the  records  of  the  Synod  of 
Delaware,  reported  an  excejition  to  the  copy  presented  to 
It  was  a  printed  pamphlet,  certified  in  writing  by  the 
clerk  of  synod.  The  custom  of  the  Assembly  had  been, 
to  send  up  for  distant  synods  a  written  transcript  of  the  min¬ 
utes  instead  of  the  book  of  records.  The  records  of  ijic  sy¬ 
nod  of  North  Carolina  have  just  been  approved  in  the  same  way. 

Dk.  Jl’N'kin  insisted  upon  it  that  the  constitution  required 
the  production  of  the  book  of  records  in  all  cases.  The  con¬ 
stitution  requires  the  Assembly  to  examine  the  records,  not  a 
transcript  of  the  minutes.  We  want  to  see  in  what  order  the 
records  are  kept;  whether  the  spelling  is  right,  and  all  that. — 
And  the  Assembly  have  no  power  to  set  aside  constitutional 
rule. 

Dr.  Ely  said,  he  would  read  from  the  Digest  a  rule  adopted 
in  the  ‘‘good  old  times”  of  Presbyterianism,  empowering  the 
synod  of  Virginia  and  the  Carolinas  to  send  up  a  transcript 
of  their  minutes,  whenever,  by  reason  of  dist^ce,  it  might  be 
inconvenient  to  send  up  their  book. 

Mr.  Witherspoon,  of  S.  C.,  said  he  had  no  objection  to 
that  rule,  but  asked  if  this  would  come  within  that  rule? — 
Plainly,  it  does  not. 

Dr.  Beman  said  the  distance  was  the  reason  of  the  rule. — 
When  it  was  made  it  embraced  all  the  synods,  and  it  has  since 
been  extended  by  constitution  to  aR  that  come  within  the 
reason. 

Dr.  Fisher  called  for  the  question.  It  seemed  too  much 
like  solemn  trifling,  for  the  time  of  the  Assembly  to  be  occu¬ 
pied  with  such  frivolous  objections. 

Mr.  Rankin  said  that  two  years  ago  the  records  of  the 
synod  of  Tennessee  were  sent  up  printed  in  three  newspapers ; 
and  they  were  examined  and  approved. 

Mr.  Witherspoon  said  this  case  was  neither  within  the  rule 
nor  the  exception.  If  it  is  within  the  rule,  it  must  be  the  book. 
If  within  the  e.xception,  it  must  be  a  transcript.  And  this  is 
not  a  transcript ;  it  is  printed.

FIFTH  CHURCH,  PHILADELPHIA. 

The  Assembly  then  took  up  the  order  of  the  day,  assigned 
some  time  before  for  Friday  morning.  This  was  a  complaint 
of  Thomas  Bradford,  Jr.,  and  others,  against  thedoingsof  the 
Assembly’s  2d  Presbytery,  in  dividing  the  fifth  Presbyterian 
church,  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
The  hearing  of  the  parties  occupied  the  Assembly  till  eleven 
o’clock,  A.  M.,  on  Saturday,  when  the  calling  of  the  roll  was 
commenced,  to  give,  every  member  a  right  to  express  his 
opinions. 

We  observetl,  what  appeared  to  us  to  be,  an  ingenious  eva¬ 
sion  of  the  rule  that  prohibits  professional  counsel  from  being 
adiiiittcd  before  ecclesiastical  judicatories.  Each  party  had 
furnished  themselves  with  a  long  written  “opinion”  as  it  was 
called;  being  hi  reality  an  argument  to  the  merits  of  the  case; 
and  this  was  read,  with  scarcely  the  form  of  objection.  The 
issue  the  of  the  case  supposed  to  affeci  the  legal  title  to  the  use 
of  the  church  edifice  in  Arch  street,  where  Dr.  Skinner  used  to 
preach,  and  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Duffield. 

Before  the  roll-call  was  completed,  the  Assembly  adjourned 
till  Monday  morning.

Tlie  Assembly  rejoice  to  find,  that  the  Prea- 
hyiery  of  Londonderry  look  with  pain  upon  “  all  departures 
from  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel  as  set  forth  in  the  excellent 
standards  of  our  faith;”  and  that  they  regard  with  unquali¬ 
fied  di.sapprobation  the  introduction  of  any  new  measures, 
w;hi«Ii  might  “  interfere  with  the  stability  and  efficiency  of 
the  pastoral  office  and  the  regular  order  of  our  church:”  but 
the  A-iseiiibly  have  no  doubt  they  would  equally  discounte¬ 
nance  the  ne^less  introduction  of  novel  and  doubtful  phra¬ 
seology,  and  obscure  technicality,  which  might  mislead  the 
honest  and  siinjile  minded,  be  unprofitable  to  all,  and  open 
the  door  to  endless  and  unmeaning  controversy  :  and  we 
would  fondly  hope  that  this  presbytery  will  never  sufl'er  the 
language  and  terms  of  our  confession  of  faith,  which  all 
our  members  have  adopted,  to  be  assailLsl,  or  even  sneered  at, 
without  notice,  or  calling  all  such  offenders  to  account, 
which  should,  however,  always  be  done  with  Christian 
aflection  and  brotherly  kindness,  as  well  as  with  an  uncom¬ 
promising  fidelity  to  truth  and  order. 

Our  excellent  Form  of  Govcrnn'icnt,  and  Book  of  Disci¬ 
pline,  if  faithfully  and  vigilantly  administered,  with  Chris- 
liun  aflection,  would  afford  a  much  more  etVectual  remedy  for 
these  evils,  than  any  otlier  measures  that  have  as  yet  been 
found  out,  or  than  any  forced  or  unnatural  constructions  up¬ 
on  our  rules  of  government  alrtudy  in  existence,  as  they  have 
been  understood  and  practiced  upon  by  our  church  from  the 
beginning. 

The  Assembly  join  with  tliis  presbytery  in  sympathizing 
with  those  of  our  beloved  brethren  who  indulge  apprehen¬ 
sions,  even  when  those  apprehensions  might  sometimes  be 
needless  or  extreme  ;  and  we  give  them  ftnl  credit  for  their 
honesty  and  zeal  for  the  purity  of  our  church,  and  with  them 
the  Ant  and  Ti:stimony  as  it  is  called,  with  its  unauthoriz¬ 
ed  convention.  The  Assembly  would  lieur  its  testimony 
against  this  jiroceeding,  for  the  followiiig  reasons. 

1.  t)ur  form  of  government  knows  no  higher  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  tribunal  than  the  General  Assembly.  To  this  high 
court  of  appeals  all  the  inferior  judicatories  of  our  church 
are  bound  by  our  standaids  (and  to  which  all  our  members 
have  so  solemnly  pledgetl  themselves  to  adhere,)  to  bow  in 
submission  ;  and  all  its  decisions  arc  binding  anti  final,  while 
they  remain  unrepealed  by  our  whole  church.  But  in  the 
(irintcd  copy  of  the  act  and  testimony  alluded  to,  another  and 
higher  cDuit  ctl’  appwls  is  erected,  viz  :  to  the  public  at  large, 
and  to  that  [lortioii  of  the  Presbyteriaii  church  who  might  lie 
induced  to  come  into  this  measure;  and  an  appeal  is  taken  to 
this  tribunal  by  the  signers  of  the  act  and  testimony,  for  re¬ 
dress  of  what  they  consider  the  oppressive  decisions  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

In  page  five,  jiaragraph  first  of  the  pamphlet,  the  following 
expressions  are  to  be  found:  “  Brethern,  beloved  of  the  Lord, 
in  the  solemn  crisis  to  which  our  church  has  arrived,  we  are 
constrained  to  APPEAL  TO  YOU,  in  relation  to  the 
alarming  errors  which  have  hitherto  been  connived  at,  and 
now  at  length  have  been  countenanced  and  sustaineil  by  the 
acts  of  the  supreme  judicatory  of  the  church.”  Here  they 
not  only  charge  the  highest  court  of  our  church  on  earth 
with  conniving  at,  and  sustaining  dangerous  errors,  but  they 
formally  “  apjieal  ”  from  this  court  to  another  tribunal  not 
acknowledged  by  our  lorm  of  government  or  Book  of  Disci¬ 
pline. 

Again  ;  In  the  same  page,  and  thiid  paragraph,  is  found 
the  following  language,  viz:  “  From  the  highest  judicatory 
of  rflir  church,  we  have,  for  several  years  in  succession, 
sought  the  redress  of  our  grievances,  and  have  not  only 
sought  it  in  vain,  hut  with  an  aggravation  oftheevils  of  which 
we  complain.  Wlii<her,  then,  can  wc  look  for  felicf— 
but  first  to  Him  who  is  made  head  overall  things  to  the 
church,” — “and  then  to  you,  as  constituting  apart  of  that 
body.”  Surely  this  must 'be  inconsistent  with  our  Confes¬ 
sion  of  Faith,  and  the  spirit  of  all  Presbyterian  church  go- 
vernineut.  • 

2.  These  things  are  anti-Preshyterian  and  unconstitution¬ 
al,  because  they  set  Op  a  new  Test,  as  a  rallying  point,  dif 
fering  from  that  of  either  the  Bible  or  the  Confession  of  Faith, 
viz:  the  “Act  and  Testimony” 

On  page  12tli,  they  say  :  “.We  recommend  to  all  ministers, 
elders,  and  church  sessionStpcsbyterics,  and  synt^s,  who 
approve  (not  the  Bible,  not  the  Confession  of  Faith,  but) 
this  Act  and  Testimony,  to  give  their  public  adherence  there¬ 
to,  and  to  communicate  their  names,  ’  &c.  We  know  not 
how’ihis  can  be  viewed  in  any  other  light  than  as  a  divisive 


devoted  miniatera  of  the  gospel,  had  a  direct  bearing  on  the 
cauaeof  truth  ai.d  righteousness,  and  the  beat  interests  of  our 
country  and  of  the  world. 

Rev.  John  Witherspoon,  of  Camden,  S.  C.,  in  seconding 
the  resolution,  addressed  the  Assembly  in  a  strain  of  melting 
eloquence.  We  are  unable  to  give  even  a  sketch  of  this  excel¬ 
lent  speech,  which  would  do  justice  to  the  speaker. 

The  whole  meeting  was  one  of  deep  interest,  and  we  trust 
has  given  a  powerful  impulse  to  the  great  and  good  cause  of 
missions. 

The  meeting  was  closed  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Herron,  and 
the  apostolical  benediction  by  the  president.  Com. 


measure. 

3.  The  said  pamphlet,  and  the  action  of  its  friends  there¬ 
on,  are  not  only  anti-Presbyterian  and  divisive,  hut  subver¬ 
sive  to  all  good  government  and  order,  throughout  the  whole 
church.  For  the  authors  of  the  pamphlet  have  not  only 
formed  themselves  into  a  self-constituted  Board  ofCensons, 
and  arrayed  themselves  as  a  minority  against  the  Gene  ra 
Assembly,  but  they  have  systematized  a  plan  for  arraying 
minorities  in  all  our  iu#caioiies  and  churches  againrt  their 
brethren  who  form  nie  majority.  On  the  la.st  mentioned 
£age  they  say,  “  we  do  'earnestly  recommend,  that  on  the  2d 
Thursday  of  May,  a  convention  be  held  in  Pittsburgh,  to  be 
composed  of  two  delegates  from  each  presbytery,  or  from  the 
minority  of  any  presbytery  who  mfy  concur  in  the  senti¬ 
ments  of  this  Act  and  Testimony." 

4.  They  are  not  only  a«ti-Presbyterial,  divisive,  and  sub¬ 
versive  of  all  good  goverflxnaiik  but,  are  calculated  to  destroy 
the  purity  and  impartiality  tjf  the  judicatories  of  our  church  in 
general,  and  of  the  General  Assembly  in  particular :  for  they  I  b®" 
array  professedly,  all  minorities  against  majorities  through¬ 
out  all  our  judicatories,  and  then  send  such  of  their  friends  as 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly,  with 
their  pledge  and  signature,  into  our  supreme  judicatory — not, 
it  would  seem,  to  delilierate  impartially  upon  subjects  brought 
before  that  body,  but  to  careythe  measures  of  a  party  to 
which  they  have  previously  pledged  themselves.  So  then, 
after,  in  their  own  Act  and  Testimony,  they  had  charged  the 
General  Assembly  with  countenancing  and-  sustaining  dan¬ 
gerous  errors  and  heresies,  and  appealing  to  the  public  from 
the  decisions  of  the  Assembly,  they  send  their  commis¬ 
sioners,  previously  pledged,  to  sit  as  judges  in  that  court, 
whose  decisions  they  have  arraigned  and  aet  at  nought,  and 
to  act  with  those  brethren  whom  they  have  publicly  denounced 
as  the  enemies  of  truth  ami  the  abettors  of  heresies. 

Lastly:  The  course  pursued  by  these  our  brethren,  is 
calculated  to  product  factions  in  our  church,  and  to  destroy 
that  love  and  confidence  which  Christian  brethren  should 
have  toward  each  other;  and  instead  of  preparing  the  sacra¬ 
mental  host  to  come  up  unitedly  to  the  work  of  evangelizing 
the  world  of  ungodly  men,  it  is  preparing  them  to  bite  and 
devour  one  another.  'What  can  present  a  more  revolting  as¬ 
pect  to  a  sin  lovii%  world  ?  And  what  can  exhibit  a  church, 
which  should  lie  the  light  of  the  world,  and  the  salt  of  the 
earth,  in  a  more  unfavorable  iKiint  of  view.” 

The  reading  of  this  report,  in  the  bold  and  well|  tempered 
voice,  of  the  venerable  chairman,  who  presented  i(,  producetl 
a  powerful  sensation  in  the  Assembly.  No  vote  was  taken  on 
it,  nor  any  debate,  but  merely  to  place  it  on  the.docket,  to  be 
acted  on  in  its  turn. 


WESTERN  FOREIGN  MISSION  SOCIETY. 

This  society  was  originally  constituted  by  the  Synod  at  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  but  there  is  a  provision  in  its  constitution  to  have  any  pres¬ 
bytery  which  may  make  itself  auxi.Tary,  entitled  to  a  representation 
in  its  Board.  Its  anniversary  was  celebrated  on  Thursday  evening, 
May  28th,  in  the  first  Presbyterian  church,  Pittsburgh.  Rev.  T. 
D.  Baird  in  the  chair.  Prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Hoge. 

Rev.  E.  P.  Swift,  the  curres|>undiDg  secretary  of  the  Board, 
instead  of  reading  a  long  written  report,  made  a  brief  statement  of 
the  affairs  of  the  society  and  the  present  condition  of  its  missions. 

The  mission  to  Northern  India  is  the  first  on  the  list.  It  now 
consists  of  six  individuals,  three  of  them  ordained  ministers  of  the 
gospel.  Several  others  are  arcepled,  and  about  to  be  sent  out ;  a 
(ihysician  and  some  lay  assistants.  Some  of  the  company  are  to 
be  enqiloyed  in  conducting  a  high  school,  which  is  already  com¬ 
menced,  to  meet  the  eager  desire  of  the  natives  to  become  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  English  language  and  literature.  The  first  pupil  re¬ 
ceived  into  the  school  is  a  nephew  of  the  king  ofCabul,  an  import¬ 
ant  kingdom  lying  to  the  north  west  of  India.  Much  interest  is 
felt  in  the  mission  to  Northern  India,  for  several  reasons.  The  pe¬ 
culiar  situation  of  the  people  indicates  that  they  ars  on  the  eve  of  a 
great  moral  change,  f  Their  idolatry  is  fast  declining.  Even  the 
native  press,  conducted  hy  men  not  friendly  to  Christianity,  is  yet 
rendering  itself  subservient  to  the  destruction  »f  idolatry.  A  lead¬ 
ing  Brahmin  admitted  that  their  religion  must  soon  fall.  The 
prus|)cct  is,  that  the  English  language  will  soon  prevail  over  those 
immense  territories.  This  region  will  afford  the  only  feasible  pass 
to  the  millions  of  Central  Asia.  Already  a  mission  is  contemplated 
to  the  kingdom  (ffCabul.  Also  at  Lebiiiga,  or  some  other  suitable 
l>laco  ill  Siberia.  The  diuialo  also  is  perlectly  healthy,  and  '.he 
protccli'.n  of  the  British  government  secure.  The  Board  therefore, 
intend  to  increase  their  laborers  in  this  field,  and  extend  their  ope¬ 
rations,  as  the  churches  furnish  men  ami  means.  A  printing  press 
is  to  be  sent  out  next  fall. 

ITest  Africa.  Rev.  Mr.  Pinney,  and  Mr.  Finhy,  arc  now  la¬ 
boring  there,  with  one  or  two  assistants.  Mr.  P.  has  recently  sent 
an  urgent  request  to  have  ten  or  twelve  teachers  sent  out,  and  the 
Board  contemplate  an  ajipcal  to  both  colored  and  white  members 
of  the  Presbyterian  church,  to  meet  the  call.  It  was  never  intcndotl 
to  occupy  Liberia  as  the  seat  of  the  mission,  but  to  use  it  as  an  efi- 
trancu  into  tlie  interior. 

In  addition  to  the  mission  among  tho  Wca  Indians,  the  Board 
have  recently  sent  forth  two  other  missions  to  the  Western  trihea, 
and  the  call  is  urgent  for  more.  New  Guinea  has  also  been  con¬ 
templated  as  a  needy  field  for  a  mission. 

It  is  painful  to  find  by  examination,  that  in  a  church  comprising 
2000  ministers,  and  250,000  members,  44  individuals  sheuld  he  all 
that  it  can  name  as  the  repreMntatives  of  its  ability  and  piety  on 
heathen  ground.  In  Persia  a  traveler  heard  men  discussing  the 
comparative  mdlils  of  American  and  English  goods,  but  none  spoke 
of  American  missions  or  American  religion.  The  United  States 
have  re-cently  concluded  a  commercial  treaty  with  a  distinguished 
chief  on  the  Red  Sea,  the  most  powerful  ruler  iclwcen  the  straits 
of  Gibralter  and  th«  Indian  Ocean;  but  in  that  whole  extent,  the 
American  churches  have  not  one  representative. 

The  amount  of  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  the  last  year 
is  $22,641,  including  about  $4000  on  hand  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year. 

Addresses  were  then  made  by  Rev.  Mr.  Osborn  of  N.  C.,  Potts 
of  Mississippi,  Dr.  Edgar  of  Nashville,  Dr.  Miller,  Dr.  Cuyler,  and 
Dr.  Green.  » 

Dr.  Miller’s  resolution  related  te  the  importance  of  increasing 
the  number  at  lay  assistants  in  the  missionary  stations,  particular¬ 
ly  in  view  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a  supply  of  ministers  to  meet 
the  demand.  His  remarks,  however,  went  to  recommend  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  general  system  of  colonization,  or  that  pious  families, 
to  the  number  of  a  dozen  or  twenty  to  each  missionary  station, 

hould  plant  themselves  around  the  station,  to  su.4ain  and  aid  its 
operations, thought  there  would  be  three  advantages  from 
such  a  cousae. 

1.  The  exhibition  of  precious  Christian  example  in  the  sight  of 
the  heathen,  showing  the  baauty  of  order  and  civilization  and  refine¬ 
ment,  and  the  beneficial  effects  of  Christianity.  It  would  show 
them  that  religion  is  calculated  to  adorn  common  life,  as  well  as  to 
give  sanctity  to  the  ministry. 

2.  It  wouM  afford  Cicilities  fur  the  advancement  of  civilization 
and  education,  if  persons  of  different  mechanical  employments,  with 
their  families  and  property,  should  settle  around  the  mission  sta- 


THE  LONDONDERRY  OVERTURE. 

To  the  (iencr/il  Assembly,  «f*c. 

The  presbytery  of  Londonderr)’’,  having  ever  felt  a  sincere 
attachment  to  our  form  of  ecclesiastical  government,  as  well 
adapted,  under  divine  Providence,  to  promote  order,  peace  and 
Jiariuony  within  our  respective  churches,  as  well  as  through¬ 
out  tlie  numerous  body  of  persons;  belonging  to  our  dcnoini- 
lation. 

We  have  seen  not  a  few  of  our  belovetl  sister  churches,  of 
tther  orders,  in  our  section  of  the  country,  unhappily  divided, 
•while  most  of  those  belong-ngto  our  particular  communion, 
have  enjoyed  the  blessing  of  union  and  stability. 

We  have  been  in  the  habit  of  regardin';  the  higher  judica¬ 
tories  of  our  church  with  confidence,  affection  and  respect. 
And  especially  have  we  looked  up  to  the  General  Assembly 
with  no  little  veneration.  We  have  ho]»ed  that  it  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  ns  it  has  been  in  time  past,  instrumental  in  great¬ 
ly  extending  the  Ikith  once  deliver^  to  the  saints,  and  in 
defending  it  against  the  attempts  of  the  numerous  enemies 
of  undefiled  religion. 

We  are,  however,  constrained  to  say,  that  -^e  have  been 
grieved  by  the  spirit  of  disunion  which  has  been  manifested 
in  that  veneralle  body  for  some  years  past.  We  have  found 
it  difficult  to  meet  the  reproaches  cast  upon  its  members  by 
the  enemies  of  the  cross,  on  account  of  what  has  seemed  to  us 
and  the  world,  the  spirit  of  censoriousness,  and  mutual  crimi¬ 
nation,  in  which  parties  have  conducted  the  debates  in  that 
body.  And  that  our  views  may  not  be  misunderstood,  wc 
throw  them  under  the  follov/ing  resolution,  viz: 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  look  with  pain  upon  some  depart¬ 
ures  from  the  doctrines  of  the  gosjtel  as  set  forth  in  the 
printed  standanJs  of  our  faith,  and  that  we  regard  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  measures  which  interfere  with  the  stability  and 
efficiency  of  the  pastoral  office,  and  the  rcg^ular  order  of  our 
church,  with  unqualified  disapprobation. 

2.  Resolved,  Tliat  though,  in  various  |pspec.tS|  we  sympa¬ 
thize  with  our  brethren  who  indulge  apprehensions  for  the 
pnritv  of  tlie  church,  we  deprecate  the  Act  and  Testimony, 
so  called,  Itecause  it  virtually  nullifies  the  decisions,  of  the- 
highest  judicatory  of  the  church;  it  is  adapted  ttf  promote 
disunion  and  strife,  and  tends  to  destroy  that  nappy  influence 
which  the  Presbyterian  church  has  ever  exerted  tn  our  land. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  urged  on  all  the  meiTibers  of  the 
next  General  Assembly  to  cultivate  peace,  to  abstain  from 
denunciation,  and  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  spirit,  thatthe  Re¬ 
deemer  may  not  lie  dishonored  in  tliithouse  of  his  friends, 
And  we  beseech  all  who  love  our  church,  now  to  resolve, 
that  for  Zion’s  sake  they  will  not  hold  their  peace,  and  for 
Jerusalem’s  sake  they  will  not  rest,  until  her  righteousness 
go  forth  as  brightness,  and  her  salvation  as  a  lamp  that 
burnetii.

On  Saturday  morning,  May  30,  Dr.  Hill,  from  the  com¬ 
mittee,  reportiil  the  following 

answer. 

The  Assembly  rejoice  to  see  that,  the  Presbytery  of  Lon 
donderry  has  taken  such  a  correct  view  ofthedangers  wMch 
threaten  our  beloved  Zion  on  the  one  hand  and  on  the  other. 
If  all  our  presbyteries  u  ere  to  do  the  same,  our  church  might 
exert  a  much  better  and  more  extensive  influence  than  she 
does.  The  General  Assembly  sincerely  lament  the  unhappy 
divisions  and  angry  contentions  which  do  exist  among  us, 
as  one  of  the  heaviest  calamities  which  has  befallen  our 
church,  and  calculated  to  cripple  our  efforts,  and  blast  our 
future  prospects  of  usefulness. 

That  errors  do  exist  among  us,  and  to  an  alarming  extent, 
is  not  to  be  dissembled  ;  but  in  guarding  against  errors,  we 
cannot  look  in  more  than  one  direction.  Error  is  multiform, 
and  assumes  various  and  often  opposite  characters.  Ex¬ 
tremes  are  almost  sure  to  run  into  and  produce  each  other. 
Antinomian  lethargy  and  religious  fatalism,  which  resolves 
even  our  own  indolence  and  inefficiency  into  the  divine  so¬ 
vereignty,  and  destroys  free  agency  and  human  accounta¬ 
bility,  have  a  natural  tendency  to  offend  a  reflecting  mind, 
and  drive  an  uninformed  and  an  awakened  conscience,  when 
actuated  with  a  distempered  zeal,  into  the  opposite  extremes 


ASSEMBLY’S  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  General  Assemby  of  the 
Presbyterian  church,  held  their  ainriiversary  meeting  at  the 
F.rst  Presbyterian  church  in  Pittsburgh,  on  Monday  evening, 
May  25.  The  president  of  the  Board,  Rev.  Dr.  Green,  in  the 
chair.  Opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Cuyler. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board,  Rev.  Dr.  William  A.  M’Dow- 
ell,  after  a  few  introductory  remarks,  showing  that  the  spirit 
of  missions  is  the  spin  t  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  great  conserv¬ 
ative  principle  of  the  church,  and  hastily  glancing  at  the  mis 
ionary  operations  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  from  its  first 
existence  in  this  country— proceeded  to  give  a  brief  sketch  of 
the  operations  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year.  A  concise 
abstract  of  this  we  have  already  given,  from  the  Report  read 
to  the  Assembfjt.  The  secretary  stated  that  the  Board,  to  ac¬ 
complish  the  arrangementa  they  had  made,  would  need,  du¬ 
ring  the  coming  year,  more  than  twice  the  amount  of  funds 
that  have  ever  yet  been  revived  in  one  year.  And  he  closed 
with  an  appeal  to  the  pastors  and  churches,  pressing  upon 
them  the  clairns  of  the  Board  and  of  the  cause. 

Rev.  Dr.  H^e,  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  presented  a  resolution 
that  the  rapidly  increasing  wants  of  the  West,  and  theencour- 
aging  openings  presented  to  the  Board,  demand  increased  ef¬ 
forts  to  supply  that  great  field  with  a  good,  intelligent,  and 
devoted  ministry.  Every  Christian  prays  for  the  universal 
spread  o^the  gospel;  but  prayer  without  effort  would  be  nei¬ 
ther  acceptable  to  Qod,  nor  useful  to  man.  Dr.  H.  dwelt 
principally  on  thsji^ieat  importance  of  the  West,  and  the  pres¬ 
sing  demand  foci^ore  laborers  in  that  field.  The  tide  of  pop¬ 
ulation  is  flowing  rapidly  into  the  Great  Valley.  The  eyes  of 
om  whtlle  country  and  o^-the  world  are  fixed  upon  it  with  in¬ 
tense  interest.  Efforts  sre  making,  both  in  oiir  own  and  in 
foreign  lands,  to  spread  through  that  country  the  most  dan¬ 
gerous  and  soul-destroying  errors.  To  counteract  these  dan¬ 
gerous  influences,  and  lay  a  sure  foundation  for  the  future 
prosperity  of  that  Valley,  and  of  the  whole  country,  the  friends 
of  Irnth  and  order  are  called  upon  to  wake  up,  and  increase 
their  efibrts  an  hundred  fold. 

Rev.  John  Bbeckbsbidgb,  in  seconding  the  resolution,  stri¬ 
kingly  illustrated  the  ♦rue  value  of  money ;  and  as  a  native  of 
the  West,  in  a  strain  of  moving  eloquence,  urged  the  claims 
of  the  ^rqat  valley. 

Rev.  Db.  Philups,  of  New- York,  moderator  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly,  moved  that  “  This  Board  has  peculiar  claims 
on  the  Presbyterian  church  for  aid,  and  that  a  regard  for 
truth  and  order,  the  best  interests  of  our  country,  and  of  the 
world  demand  a  prompt  and  cordial  response  to  those  claims, 
on  the  partpf  our  beloved  Zion.”  In  support  of  the  first  posi¬ 
tion  he  ob^rved,  that  this  Board  is  the  creature  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  chufeh— her  accredited  organ  for  missionary  opera¬ 
tions.  And  on  the  same  principle  that  a  man  is  under  special 
obligation  to  provide  for  his  own  household,  the  Presbyterian 
chqrch  is  under  obligation  to  make  provision  for  her  own 
Board.  He  disclaimed  all  sectarian  or  bigoted  feeling;  he 
loved  all  who  love  the  Savior,  and  could  most  cordially  hold 
commhniun  with  every  true  Christian,  and  unite  in  every  scrip¬ 
tural  effort  for  the  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 
But’  while  he'  thus  felt  and  acted,  he  believed  this  perfectly 
consistent  with  the  sentiment  of  the  resolution,  that  the  in¬ 
stitutions  of  the  Presbyterian  church  have  special  claims  on 
the  ministers  and  members  of  that  church.  To  Presbyleiians, 
and  to'such  alone,  must  this  Board  look  for  its  resources.— 
And  to  such,  he  earnestly  did  believe  the  Board  had  a  right  to 
look  for  the  resources  necessary  to  carry  on  their  important 
operations. 

In  supporting  the  second  part  of  the  resolution,  he  brought 
into  view  the  great  principles  of  Presbyterianism  ;  and  in  a 
very  clear  and  impressive  manner  showed  how  the  operations 


shall  offer,  are  not  mere  matter  of  public  form,  but  1  wish  this  report 
of  your  committee  to  be  published  and  widely  circulated  and  read, 
because  I  like  the  principles  which  it  maintains.  Give  me  liberty 
to  slate  a  fow  of  the  reasons  why  I  approve  the  principles  af  this  re¬ 
port.  1  am  in  favor  of  the  high  ground  assumed  in  this  paper,  in 
relation  to  total  abstinence  fbom  all  that  can  intoxi¬ 
cate.  We  have  heretofore  boen  in  the  habit  of  making  a  distinc¬ 
tion  between  the  different  kinds  of  intoxicating  liquors.  And  there 
is  a  differenee  between  those  which  are  distilled,  and  those  which  ore 
merely  fermented.  And  perhaps  it  was  not  improper  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  great  temperance  reformation,  to  try  first  at  the 
expulsion  of  distilled  liquors.  But  be  that  as  it  may,  we  have  now 
concluded  to  go  for  the  prohibition  of  every  thing  that  can  intoxicate. 

And  the  reason  is,Ahat  the  poison  is  the  same  thing  in  them  all. 

We  are  aiming  to  expel  a  single  article  from  use,  and  that  article, 
wherever  it  is  found,  we  call  alcohol.  This  is  a  poison  that  gives 
character  to  all  intoxicating  drinks,  and  therefore  we  include  them 
all  in  our  jirohibiiiun. 

But  fermented  liquors  often  contain  other  poisons  besides  alcohol, 
permit  me  to  analyse  one  of  the  liquors  used  by  very  many 
people  who  call  themselves  good  temperance  men.  Let  us  lake 
strong  beer,  for  instance.  What  is  that  made  of  ?  It  contains  a 
narcotic  extracted  from  hops.  We  all  know  that  physicians  pre¬ 
scribe  a  pill  of  hops,  to  put  patients  to  sleep  when  opium  fails. — 

That  is  because  it  is  a  more  effectual  narcotic.  If  any  man  wishes 
to  he  a  sleepy-headed  fellow,  let  him  drink  strong  beer,  and  he 
will  be  sleepy  enough,  sleepy  in  body  and  sleepy  in  soul.  Beer 
contains  malt  also,  and  malt,  you  know  is  made  by  causing  grain 
to  swell  till  it  just  begins  to  sprout,  and  then  drying  it.  Now  it  has 
been  discovered  lately,  by  some  of  those  whose  eyes  are  always 
prying  into  these  matters,  that  affect  the  welfare  of  mankind,  that 
a  great  deal  of  foul  water  is  used  in  making  this  mall.  And  every 
farmer  will  see  the  reason,  for  if  malt  is  made  by  sprouting,  it  is  as 
plain  as  day  that  the  filthier  the  water,  the  richer  the  sprout.  A 
gentleman  in  my  neighborhood  has  been  prosecuted  for  damages,  to 
the  amount  of  $300,000,  for  making  some  statements  on  this  subject, 
and  if  that  case  ever  comes  to  trial,  I  underiland  facts  will  be  dis¬ 
closed  these,  which  will  be  enough  lo  burst  every  beer  barrel  in  the 
United  States.  One  of  the  facts  to  be  disclosed  is  of  this  kind.— 

A  witness  is  ready  to  testify  under  oath,  that  at  one  place  where  they 
were  dipping  up  water  to  make  malt,  he  saw  two  dead  kittens  hang¬ 
ing  on  a  single  bocket.  Whether  this  is  the  usual  number  to  a 
bucket  of  water,  I  did  not  ask.  AVe  hear  it  said  that  every  man 
must  eat  his  peck  of  dirt,  but  I  apprehend  our  beer  drinkers  are 
likely  to  gut  fmse  than  their  share. 

There  Msanother  thing  about  the  manufacture  of  strong  beer.  1 
do  not  speak  of  strong  beer  as  manufactured  this  side  of  the  moun¬ 
tains,  because  I  do  not  know  how  it  is  here.  But  east  of  the  moun¬ 
tains  .whsfd  I  live,  the  beer  makers  cannot  deny  that  vast  quan- 
titis  of  pl^feonous  drugs  arc  used  in  their  trade.  There  is  iKe  nux 
vomica,  a  powerful  poison,  is  imported  by  tons  into  this  country,  and 
the  beer  werkers  are  the  buyers.  What  do  you  suppose  they  do 
^viih  it  7  *^uctdus  Indicus  is  ^o  believed  to  be  extensively  used 
l5y  our  eastern  beer  makers,  aim  so  are  the  grains  of  paradise.-^ 
Aou  knoWj  Mr.  President,  what  those  grains  are.  You  just  bite 
them  and-yw  will  think  they  came  from  some  place  where  there 
was  fire.  You  would  be  more  inclined  to  call  it  grain  of  Tartarus 
than  grain  of  Paradise.  Such  a  harvest  is  more  likely  to  be 
reaped  belaw  than  above.  And  yet  these  grains  arc  put  into  our 
beer.  *  ' 

But  there  are  other  reasons  wjiy  temperance  men  ought  ta  lay 
their  veteon  every  attempt  to  use  such  drinks.  One  i^thesc  ferment¬ 
ed  liquors  will  never  do  to  leave  off  upon,  boVore  very  good  to  be¬ 
gin  upon.  When  a  man  is  accustomed  to  drink  lo  excess,  I  ap¬ 
peal  to  every  sensible  man  here,  whether  he  ever  knew  such^a  one 
reformed  by  taking  to  the  use  of  fermented  liquors.  But  on  the  oth¬ 
er  hand,  if  I  was  going  to  make  a  young  man  a  drunkard,  I  should 
begin  by  treating  him  with  fermented  liquors,  l  ecause  they  are  less 
fiery  than  distllletf  spirits,  and  topte  attractive,  and  it  is  more  re¬ 
spectable  to  dfink  wine  and  beer  than  lo  drink  whisky.  Con¬ 
sistency  requires  that  tem|>arance  men  should  abstain  from  all  these 
liquors.  So  long  as  any'f}ast'es  of  persons  drink  wine  anJ  beer  and 
cider,  other  persons  will  'drnk  rum  and  brandy  and  whisky.  Let 
a  laboring  man  stand  in  his  ditch,  and  let  him  see  you  M  r.  President 
at  your  ease,  drinking  your  Madeira^  because  you  think  you  need 
some  refreshments,  or  me  lifting  my  pot-ofAle  to  my  lips,  can  you  then 
go  and  persuade  him  to  leave  off  drinking  whisky  ?  I  will  men¬ 
tion  a  fiact  to  illustrate  the  bearing  of  tbU  principle.  Its  a  certain 
place,  where  the  temperance  reform  had  made  some  prioress,  sever¬ 
al  persons  were  collected  in  a  bar  room.  And  a  poortipplcr  was 
standing  agnoog  them,  with  his  tbt^pents  in  his  hands,  with  whiob 
he  wanted  to  buy  a  glass  of  whtsk}^;%ut  the  power  of  public  opinion 
was  strong,  and  he  stood  between  hope  and  fear,  longing  for  his 
glass,  but  afraid  to  be  seen  asking  for  it  in  the  presence  of  so  many 
witnesses.  At  last  a  genteel  young  man  stepped  up  lo  the  bar  and 
called  for  a  glass  of  wine,  and  drank  it,  and  paid  a  small  coin,  I  be¬ 
lieve  you  cull  it  here  a  fy,  what  wc  call  a  six-penny  bit.  The  poor 
tippler  brightened  up.  “  Who  is  that  gentleman  ?”  said  he.  He 
was  told  it  was  ’Squire  B.  the  temperance  man.  “Ah,  I  thought 
so,”  said  he.  “Landlord,  give  me  a  glass  of  whisky.”  He  took  his 
whisky  and  drank  it,  and  paid  his  three  cents.  “Ah,”  said  he,  “if 
I  had  three  cents  more,  I  could  be  a  cold  water  man  too,  and  drink 
wine.”  Sir,  this  subject  appeals  to  the  moral  sense  of  every  man 
who  feels  an  interest  in  the  temperance  cause.  Only  let  it  be 
known  that  when  a  man,  who  can  afford  it,  may  be  a  good  temper¬ 
ance  man  and  drink  wine,  and  the  rest  will  claim  lo  be  just  as  good 
cold  water  man,  and  drink  whisky. 

Allow  me  to  make  a  remark  or  two  in  regard  to  the  ground  taken 
by  that  report  on  the  immorality  of  the  traffic  in  ardent  spirits.  It 
pteia  timt  this  trwffia  stands  dicpiyly  in  ibe  way  of  the  tem¬ 
perance  reformation,  that  blessed  cause,  which  God  has  ordained 
as  a  part  of  his  system  of  means  for  making  mankind  better.  If 
there  are  any  persons  here  who  are  engaged  in  this  traffic,  wheth¬ 
er  they  sell  fiquor  in  the  respectable  form  of  a  hogshead,  or  in  Ihe 
mehner  form  of  a  dirty  gin  glass,  I  beg  them  to  consider  seriously 
what  I  am  about  to  say  on  this  matter.  Sir,  what  is  ihe  nature  of 
this  traffic  ?  I  take  tMb  hold  position  that  a  man  can  have  no  high¬ 
er  motive  far  the  traffic  than  Ihe  love  of  money.  Dare  aay  of  them 
answer  this  charge,  and  claim  that  they  sell  lo  a  poor  man  a  quart  of 
whisky  for  ^e  purpose  of  doing  good  to  him  or  his  family  ?  No 
^uch  thing.'  Conscience,  sir,  troublea  every  man  that  does  it.  He 
knows  it  is  not  right.  NoW'f,^  not  wish  to  make  men  miserable. 
But  I  do  wish  to  increase  this  trouble  of  conscience  till  they  give  it 
up. 

It  is  aa^ablishcd  rale  oflait^  (hat  if  a  man  takes  another  man’s 
money  and  gives  him  in  return  that  which  is  ofna value,  it  is  a  fraud, 
the  money  was  obtained  for  do  consideration.  I  will  put  a  case 
A  celebrated  oculist  in  Paris  obtained  great  fame  and  wealth  by 
selling  an  eye-water,  which  performed  wonderful  cures.  And  when 
he  came  to  die,  he  left  it  in  bis  will  that  his  widow  should  continue 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ihe  eye-water.  But  unluckily,  the  re¬ 
ceipt  for  making  the  eye-water  could  not  be  found.  And  after 
much  consideration,  Ihe  widow  determined  to  take  up  the  water  of 
the  river  Seine,  and  put  it  in  botllec,  and  sell  it  for  eyc-watet.  This 
•she  did,  and  continued  the  sale  for  /Bars,  and  made  great  sums  of 
money,  before  thetrisk  was  discovered.  Now  I  ask,  was  that  hon¬ 
est  ?  Every  botly  answers  that  question  the  same  way.  It  was 
a  base  fraud.  Why  ?  Because  it  did  no  good,  it  was  worthless. 
Now,  sir,  we  know  that  fur  Ihe  whisky  which  these  people  sell  to  a 
poor  man,  and  lake  the  money  that  ought  to  go  for  the  support  of 
his  family,  they  give  him  that  which  is  worthless.  But  there  is  one 
difference.  The  eye-water  never  did  any  hurt.  Fur  a  drop  of  cold 
water  never  hurt  any  man’s  eye.  “A  drop  in  the  eye,”  of  that 
kind,  would  not  hurt  him.  And  yet  every  man  pronounces  this 
transaction  fraudulent.  But,  a.t,  let  a  man  get  this  drop  in  his  eye, 
and  it  turns  it  red,  it  is  a  liquid  fire,  and  kindles  a  fire  in  the 
eye  that  all  the  waters  of  the  Allegany  cannot  quench.  Sup¬ 
pose  that  lady  had  put  oil  of  vitriol  in  her  eye-water,  and  put  out 
half  the  ryes  in  Paris.  Then  the^scs  would  be  parallel.  Fur  the 
article  which  these  men  traffic  in,  has  put  out  the  eyes  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  the  eyes  of  the  body  and  the  eyes  c»f  the  soul.  I  bless  God 
(hat  some  of  us  have  at  last  got  a  little  pure  cold  water  in  our  eves, 
and  we  can  sec  into  this  business,  and  what  we  see  we  mean  to  tell. 
And  I  would  that  we  couhl  tell  it  out  so  loudly  as  to  break  up  this 
employment,  and  make  every  body  feel  that  IT  IS  DISHON¬ 
EST  to  take  a  man’s  money  and  give  him  a  poison  in  exchange. 

I  further  like  this  report  because  it  appeals  to  the  manly  good  sense 
of  the  people  of  Pennsylvania.  Sir,  this  temperance  reform  must 
be  carried  iindrrstandingly.  We  live  in  an  enlightened  country, 
where  our  fellow  citizens  will  think,  and  think  for  themselves.  And 
you  can  more  easily  stop  (he  noble  river  that  tuns  by  your  city  than 
arrest  the  current  uffree  thought  in  this  country.  Every  man  who 
se|Js  a  quart  of  this  liquor  knows  what  it  will  do.  He  knows  that 
it  Bfill  cause  tears  from  the  bleeding  heart  of  the  wife.  He  does 
this  with  bis  eyes  open.  He  knows  that  his  whole  business,  wliile 
|(Utling'dollars  into  his  coffers,  is  doing  it  at  the  expense  of  blood. 

Rev.  Thomas  Brainahd,  editor  of  the  Cincinnati  Journal, 
proposed  a  resolution,  expressing  the  sentiment  that  the  temperance 
reformation  is  the  greatest  moral  reformation  arith  which  the  Chris¬ 
tian  world  was  ever  blessed.  He  said,  that  on  first  reading  the  reso¬ 
lution,  put  into  my  hands  by  the  worthy  secretary,  I  thought  he  was 
asking  too  much  fur  his  cause.  But  on  further  reflection,  I  bC' 
lieve  it  can  be  sustained.  He  then  gave  an  eloquent  exposition  of 
the  evils  that  had  been  arrested,  an  i  the  difficulties  that  had  been 
overcome,  and  the  happy  results  produced  by  this  reformation, 
whicli  he  thought  fully  sustained  the  sentiment  iff  the  resolutien. 
Rev.  Dr.  Miller,  of  Princelon,offered  a  resolution  expressive  of 
PENNSYLVANIA  TEMPERANCE  SOCIETY.  -the  importance  of  female  influence  in  promoting  the  cause  of  lem. 
On  Tuesday  evening,  May  26th,  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  Svd  perance.  This  influence  operates  delighlfiilly  in  promoting  all  the 
Presbyterian  church,  (Mr.  Riddle’s)  in  behalf  of  the  Pennsylv8ni$ 

State  Temperance  Society.  Dr.  Agnew  in  the  chair.  Prayer  by 
Mr.  Riddle. 

Rev.  John  Marsh,  secretary  of  the  society,  read  extracts  from 


into  Ibe  filUiiust  receases  of  vice  and  polluiioiv  Do  any  of  you  ask 
what  you  can  do?  One  and  all  of  you,  unite  with  the  society ;  ban¬ 
ish  from  your  houses,  so  far  as  you  have  the  control,  every 
species  ofirUoxieating  drink  ;  and  wherever  you  go,  take  every  op¬ 
portunity  of  testifying  your  sentiments,  in  a  firm  and  becoming 
manner.  We  ask  noihiiq;  but  what  comports  entirely  with  the  love- 
lincH  and  delicacy  that  every  one  desires  to  tee  in  Uie  female  sex- 
But  in  view  of  the  greatness  of  your  interest,  and  the  delightful  in¬ 
fluence  you  can  add  lo  our  cause,  we  do  ask  every  mother,  every 
wife,  every  sister,  every  daughter,  to  let  it  be  said  of  her,  as  the 
Lord  Jesus  once  said  of  a  female  disciple,  “  She  hath  done  what 
SHE  could.” 

Judge  Darling,  of  Reading,  said  a  motion  had  been  placed  in 
his  hands,  with  a  request  that  he  would  accompany  i>  with  some  re- 
ma-ks,  but  as  he  knew  the  people  were  desirous  of  hearing  Mr. 
Qaltaher,  he  should  merely  offer  the  resolution,  setting  forth  the 
important  bearing  of  the  temperance  reform  upon  the  agricultural, 
mechanical,  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  state. 

Rev.  Mr.  Gallaher, president  of  the  Theological  Departrornt 
in  Marion  College,  Missouri,  introduced  a  resolution  on  the  duty  of 
ministers  and  Christians  to  co-operate  in  promoting  the  cause  of 
temperance.  He  was  sorry  the  meeting  had  been  deprived  of  the 
remarks  of  our  brother  who  had  just  set  down,  as  it  was  not  his 
own  intention  to  say  more  than  a  sentence  or  two. 

Such  is  the  mind  of  man,  and  such  his  condilion,  that  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  that  truth  should  he  held  up  before  him  in  order  to  make  an 
impression.  God  says,  “  Israel  doth  not  know,  my  people  doth 
not  consider.”  The  plainest-  things  are  so  often  everlooked  that 
multitudes  rush  on  to  destruction,  not  because  the  tendency  of  their 
course  is  obscure,  hut  just  because  they  do  nut  THINK.  This 
subject  must  be  held  up,  and  the  world  must  be  made  to  hear  and 
consider.  Do  not  be  discouraged  at  opposition.  In  every  attack 
upon  the  enemy  of  all  good,  we  are  to  expect  that  the  enemy  will 
grate  his  teeth  at  you ;  but  still  conscience  is  on  the  right  side,  and 
what  is  more,  God  is  on  the  right  side,  and  it  a'ill  prevail,  and  th^ 
boldest  opposition  will  be  driven  back.  This  caiice  sometimes  ope¬ 
rates  as  a  two-edged  sword.  I  called  at  a  house  in  Illinois,  where 
every  thing  appeared  so  n«at  and  orderly,  and  I  was  invited  to  at¬ 
tend  family  worship,  Uiat  I  supposed  the  family  were  pious  ;  but  as 
I  happened  to  say  something  about  the  temperance  society,  I 
perceived  Ihe  man  looked,  sour,  and  his  brow  clouded  over.  On 
inquiring  afterwards,  I  learned  that  the  man  had  been  intemper¬ 
ate,  but  his  neighbors  had  formed  a  temperance  society,  sorely 
against  his  wishes,  and  had  invited  him  to  join  them,  but  he  lefused, 
and  now  he  bad  left  off  drinking  to  show  that  there  was  no  need  of 
any  pledge,  and  now  he  had  lived  for  months  as  sober  as  a  judge  to 
spite  the  temperance  society. 

This  cause  appeals  to  all  who  love  the  gospel,  to  promote  its  tri¬ 
umphs  ;  for  as  long  as  the  sinner,  when  awakened  in  the  house  of 
God  and  made  lo  tremble  at  the  jg^iath  to  come,  can  find  his  reliefin 
those  dreadful  sources  of  riiio,  Ihe  grog-shops,  it  is  impossible  for 
the  gospel  to  prevail  universally.  O,  tlie  number  ol  sinners  that 
have  trembled  in  the  house  of  God,  and  then  gone  to  the  grog-shop 
and  destroyed  it  all.  But  this  cause  will  triumph,  and  then  you  will 
all  wish  you  had  shared  in  its  toils  that  you  may  sliare  its  glories. 
I  have  often  thought  with  myself  how  any  man  must  feel  who  lived 
in  the  days  of  Washington,  and  yet  had  done  nothing  in  the  cause 
of  liberty,  when  AVashington  and  his  associates  were  venturing  all 
upon  the  stake.  Let  all  unite  and  they  will  have  reason  to  rejoice 
in  the  result  of  their  labors,  when  earth  and  lime  shall  be  no  more.

[This  plan  of  colonizaiisn  may  appear  beautiful  in  theory,  but  in 
practice  it  brings  into  play  too  many  human  frailties  and  collisions 
to  subserve  missionary  purposes.  It  is  also  loo  complicated,  un¬ 
wieldy  and  expensive  lo  be  carried  on  by  the  wisdom  and  the  funds 
nf  religious  bencvolencee.  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  conjintd 
the  church  to  a  far  simpler  method  of  operation  in  converting  the 

world _ “  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 

creature.”  The  improvement  of  civil  society  is  a  blessed  conse¬ 
quence  of  Christianity,  not  a  precursor,  and  should  be  left  to  the 
workin'’  of  society  itself,  under  the  diffused  influence  of  religion, 
and  the  aid  of  liberality,  but  without  entangling  Christianity  in  its 
movements,  making  it  responsible  for  its  mistakes,  or  allowing  it  lo 
dictate  its  proceedings. — Ed.  Evan.] 

Dr.  Cu  VLBR  thought  it  a  matter  of  mournful  surprise,  that  when 
so  small  a  number  from  the  bosom  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  and 
when  this  society  is  the  missionary  institution  of  the  Presbyterian 
church,  so  very  small  a  number  of  these  are  under  the  care  of  this 
society.  I  am  not  sorry  any  of  them  have  gone  under  the  care  af 
other  Boards.  Ibid  God  speed  to  every  Christian  enterprise  for 
the  propagation  of  the  gospel,  but  I  think  this  institution  has  distinct¬ 
ive  claims  upon  the  Presliyterian  cJidactt.  Dr.  C.  then  ajipcalcd  lo 
pious  youth  present  lo  offer  themselves  willingly  for  this  service.— 
A\’’ho  will  go  and  fill  the  places  of  the  dead,  of  Mrs.  Lowrie,  Mt. 
Reed,  and  others. 

Ur.  Green  said  there  had  not  been  a  sentence  to  which  hisheaft 
did  not  respond.  There  is  not  an  evangelical  Foreign  Mission  i^o- 
ciety  on  earth,  to  which  I  do  not  bid  God  speed.  But  the  present 
society  is  the  only  representative  of  the  Presbyterian  church  irijts 
distinctive  character,  and  in  this  view  I  regard  it  as  highly  impdn- 
anl,  not  as  the  competitor  or  Ihe  rival  of  other  societies,  but  as  their 
fellow  laborer  in  the  gospel.  The  original  commission,  “Go  ye 
into  all  the  world,  and  preach  (he  gospel  to  every  creature,”  was 
given  to  the  church  IN  ITS  DISTINCTIVE  CHARACTER. 
And  on  that  ground,  I  think  every  Presbyterian  is  bound  lo  give 
his  chief  cooperation  to  the  efforts  of  the  jiresbyterian  chuich  in  its 
distinctive  chaiacter.  I  would  aid  all  evangelical  enterpiiscs  as  I 
had  opporliinily.  AVhen  the  Baptist  missionaries  at  Serampore 
had  their  property  burnt,  I  both  gave  myself  and  persuaded  others 
to  give  liberally  for  their  relief.  My  position  is  not  the  result  of 
bigotry,  but  it  is  my  solemn  conviction  that  one  great  cause  of  the 
divisions  and  doctrinal  errors  and  evils  of  the  Presbyterian  church 
are  owing  to  her  neglect  to  prosecute  the  work  of  missions  to  the 
heathen  in  her  distinctive  character.  Or.ee  she  was  the  most  mis¬ 
sionary  communion  in  this  country.  Brainard  wasa  Presbyterian 
missionary.  But  of  late  years,  until  this  society  was  formed,  there 
was  not  a  single  mission  on  heathen  ground  from  the  Presbyterian 
church  in  her  distinctive  character.  I  hope  this  General  Assem^ 
blv  will  take  it  under  their  special  patronage  and  make  it  their  own, 
and  I  hope  the  Presbyterian  church  will  emulate  the  example  of  the|^ 
Episcopal  church,  the  Baptist  church,  the  Methodist  church,  and 
above  all,  that  church  which  has  the  honor  of  being  the  pioneer  of 
them  all,  tho  Moravian  church. 

The  mestiug  was  closed  with  prayer  and  benediction  by  Dr. 
Green. 

[AVe  hope  the  AVcslcrn  Foreign  Mission  Society  will  do  great 
good.  And  from  the  excellent  character  ol  its  missionaries  and  (he 
fidelity  of  its  secretary  and  committee,  we  cannot  doubt  it.  But 
we  do  not  see  how  it  can  be  properly  said  to  represent  the  Presby¬ 
terian  church,  as  a  body'^  when  the  General  Assembly  as  a  body 
have  never  adopted  it.  Nor  Presbyterian  church  in  its  distinct¬ 
ive  character,  when  it  inqlodes  Seceders  and  Covenanters,  as  well 
as  Presbyterians  of  the  General  Assembly.  Nor  how  a  command 
to  the  church  of  CArist  in  her  distinctivecharacter  requires  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  branch  of  that  church  to  carry  on  her  missionary  operations 
exclusively  of  other  Christians  that  hold  perfect  fellowship  wit^  her 
doctrines  and  discipline.— Er.  Evan.]

Progress  of  Emancipation. — By  tale  advices  from  the  AVest  Indies, 
we  learn  that  the  Governor  General  has  recently  visited  the  Caymanas 
Islands,  for  tlie  purpose  of  informing  the  planters,  that  in  consequence 
of  the  neglect  to  registei  their  eppreutices,  all  the  slaves  on  the  Island 
have  become  absolutely  and  unconditionally  free,  and  are  not 
bound  to  render  any  service  for  any  period  of  time  whatever. 


Steamboat  Explosion. — Tbe  steamboat  Majestic,  from  New 
Orleans  to  St.  Louis,  buist  her  boiler  at  Memphis  on  the  13th  May, 
by  which  14  persons  were  killed  and  about  40  scalded,  some  very 
severely.  The  boat  received  little  injury.  The  accident  was  oc¬ 
casioned  by  the  careening  of  the  boat,  and  transfusion  of  the  water 
from  the  starboard  to  the  larboard  boiler.  To  add  tothn  distress  at 
Memphis,  the  cholera  was  prevailing  there — 35  deaths  reported  to 
the  14lh  May- 


more  congenial  to  them,  and  the  obstacles  less  to  their  advancement 
to  entiru  equality  as  a  people. 

He  did  not  defend  the  Maryland  scheme  of  colonization,  and  jus¬ 
tified  no  act  (f  oppression  or  coercion.  The  parent  society  had 
merely  approved  tlie  liberality  of  Maryland  in  appropriaiin"  200  000 
didlars  to  culoniMtion,  without  reference  te  Ihe  law  connected  with 
It,  and  at  that  time  the  Maryland  society  had  dissolved  its  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Colonization  Society.  'J  he  colony  at  Liberia  had 
defended  itself  from  aggression,  to  preserve  its  existence,  just  as 
New  England  and  other  colonies  had  done,  that  were  planied  like 
that  at  Liberia,  not  on  the  Q,uaker  principle  of  non-resisiance,  but 
of  selfidefense.  Tho  doctrines  of  the  Anti-Slavery  Society  only 
tended  to  destroy  the  foundations  of  society,  and  if  they  prevailed  at 
the  north,  nothing  could  restrain  the  unbounded  license  of  t.'ie  slaves 
or  the  vengeance  of  the  whiles. 

Mr.  Thompson  followed  another  half  hour.  He  contended  that 
the  question  ought  to  be  what  is  right  and  righteous,  not  what  will 
be  most  agreeable  to  those  who  violate  the  first  principles  of  right 
by  the  monstrous  doctrine  of  claiming  properly  in  man.  Mr.  T.  ad¬ 
mitted  that  he  was  a  foreigner,  but  that  this  was  a  question  ol  the 
rights  ef  man  on  the  broadest  basts  of  Christianity  and  piiilanlhro- 
py.  It  was  an  universal  question,  and  in  that  relation,  no  man  was 
a  foreigner,  lei  him  discuss  it  where  he  might.  On  this  principle  he 
gave  an  American,  a  friend  of  colonization,  a  chance  to  discuss  this 
question  with  him  in  England,  and  he  was  ready  to  discuss  it  here. 

At  this  point  in  the  d  scussion,  there  was  an  expression,  of  ajt- 
plausc  in  the  audience,  checked  by  a  general  hush — which  many 
misiMok  for  hisses,  though  not  so  intended  as  was  immediately  ex- 
p  ained.  Mr.  Thompson  begged  his  friends  not  to  give  any  exiires- 

sions  of  approbation  or  disaiqirohalion. 

e  ev.  Air.  Farley,  of  Providence,  R.  I.  rose  and  said  he  was 
a  s  ranger,  ul  he  was  a  native  citizen,  lhank  God,  and  stood  on  his 
own  soil,  though  helongmj,  lo  neither  of  the  Societies.

Mr.  Tlmmpson  Mr.  Garrison  and  olhers,  remarked  that  the  dis- 
posilion  of  t he  audience  had  been  entirely  mistaken,  and  that  the  ap¬ 
plause  had  been  expressed  by  some,  who  were  not  aware  of  the  lule 
in  that  respect.

I  Mr.  T.wenton  to  show  from  authority,  thatthe  leading  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Colonization  Society  did  hold  that  prejudice  was  invinci¬ 
ble,  and  he  quoted  Air.  Gurley’s  writings,  to  ihai  effect.  He  also 
produced  proofs  of  the  coercion  princijile  of  the  colonization  Society 
their  rule  being  to  aid  no  man,  who  would  not  go  to  Liberia.  He 
also  read  the  vote  of  the  American  Colonization  Society  in  1833 
fully  approving  of  the  “  benevolent  vchemes”  of  Maryland,  in  iho 
law  of  that  state,  coercing  all  emancipalcd  slaves  to  go  to  Liberia. 
The  allusion  to  St.  Domingo,  he  repelled  in  a  torrent  of  elwiuent 
indignation  which  thrilled  his  audience.  He  showed  ihaj  ihe  slaves 
when  all  emancipated,  at  once,  were  happy  and  iiidiislri.  us,  and  so 
continued  for  seven  years,  until  the  French  sent  out  a  fleet  lo  re¬ 
duce  them  back  to  slavery,  and  it  was  then  they  rose  in  defense  of 
their  liberties,  and  bathed  Ihe  island  in  blood.  It  was  not  emanci¬ 
pation  Unit  produced  Ihe  massacres  of  St.  Domingo.  ’J'his  itorlion 
of  Mr.  T.’s  remarks  was  distinguished  for  that  peculiar  vehemence 
and  volume  of  language  which  conslilutes  the  highest  order  ofdecla- 
matiON,  and  carries  an  audience  along,  like  the  current  of  a  cataract. 

Mr.  Gurley  occupied  the  remainder  of  Ihe  evemn"  in  reply.—  ’ 
He  contended  that  the  Colonization  Society  was  nor  answerable 
for  theupimons  of  its  individual  metiihers,  and  admitted  lhaldhe  gen¬ 
tleman  might  find  contradictory  opinions, and  sonielhat  he  (Mr  G  A 

did  not  approve  He  wished  to  know  if  tho  ge.ille.nan  held  ih.at  an 
amalgamaiion  of  Ihe  races,  was  a  Christian  duty.  If  this  was  tl  c 
doctrine  of  ihe  Anit-Slavery  Society  let  ns  know  it.  He  believed 
that  the  prjudice  between  Iho  races  was  mv.ncihle,  but  ihls  was 
not  a  sintul  prejudice,  it  was  an  or.  nalion  of  Providence  with 
which  the  Colonization  Society  had  noihing  lo  do.  He  did  not  be 
heve  that  the  question  of  slavery  as  it  existed  at  the  Soulh  was 
lo  be  settled  on  any  principle  of  mere  abstract  right.  It  must  b«j 
regarded  in  its  relations  to  the  peace  and  the  happiness  of  society  — 

1  he  North  had  no  hing  to  do  with  the  existence  of  slavery  as  we 
found  It,  and  they  could  not  shut  their  eyes  and  ears  against  the 
generally  expressed  judgment  of  the  South.  They  may  reason 
with  them,  they  may  seek  to  convince  and  to  influence  iheni  by  all 
proper  measures  that  do  not  j..-opard  their  safely  and  e..dan»er  tho 
Umon,  and  thus  try  to  bring  them  to  do  what  is  ri»ht,  and  Restore 
the  slave  to  society,  but  the  South  must  be  the  jud»es,  and  not  we 
of  what  will  jeopard  their  safely.  ”  ’ 

Mr.  Gurley  having  closed,  and  it  being  a  quartet  of  eleven 
o  chick,  the  meeiing  was  adjourned  lo  assemble  on  Saturday  mon*. 

ing  at  9oclofkin  the  hall  of  the  Masonic  Temple,  if  it  could'be  had

The  audience  retired  in  good  order,  highly  delighted  with  tliii 
rich  intellectual  treat.  Both  the  disputants  acquitted  themselves 
with  signal  ability,  and  the  most  gentlemanly  courtesy  towards  <«ich 
other.  Both  are  capital  debaters,  but  entirely  opposite  in  character 
Mr.  Gurley  is  caulious,  careful  and  shrewd,  and  yet  open,  fair  and 
c..ndid,  with  no  disposiium  lo  evade  or  shuffle,  and  a  great  apiiear- 
ance  of  stnceriiy.  He  was  aware  that  he  was  speak  ng  in  an  as¬ 
sembly  opposed  lo  him,  one  of  the  most  oppressive  disadviiniiiges 
that  an  orator  can  labor  under,  hut  it  did  not  dimmish  liiscoiifidt  n.  • 
in  his  cause,  or  embarrass  him  in  ihc  discussion,  though  he  is  much 
less  fluent  than  his  opponent.  He  never  rises  aimvc  nor  falls  below 
a  given  iwint,  but  he  leaves  nodefensibic  point  iingnardcd,  while  ho 
has  the  good  sense  to  pass  over  or  disclaim  those  that  he  is  not  stricl- 
Iv  holdcii  lo  .  nswer.  In  fact,  whatever  are  the  merits  of  Ins  c.nise 
Mr.  Gurley  left  a  very  favorable  impression  ol  himself,  his  fairne  s’ 
his  ahililies  and  his  sincerity,  and  it  was  honorable  to  the  youii- 
men  s  society,  that  though  opposed  toJVIr.  O.  they  appreciated  tho 
motive  which  evidently  brought  him  into  this  diseussi(,B,  and  ex¬ 
tended  lo  him  every  becoming  mark  of  courtesy,  os  did  also  Ins  elo¬ 
quent  opponent.  There  was  not  a  discourteous  word  passed 
through  the  whole,  and  no  occurrence  which  for  an  instant  marred 
the  entire  cordiality  with  which  the  dispute  was  conducted.

Awful  CatastbOI  he.— On  the  nighl  of  th»  I4lh  Mey,  about 
So’ciock  the  Merchant’s  and  Planter’s  Hotel  in  New  Orleans,  four 
stories  high,  and  containing  at  the  moment  about  60  lodgers,  fell  te 
the  ground  with  a  sudden  and  tremendous  crash,  burying  many  of 
Its  inmates  in  the  ruins.  Twenty  had  been  got  out  the  next  day,  4 
dead,  and  many  badly  bruised.  One  half  of  the  basement  was 
used  as  the  bar-room,  the  other  half  as  a  gambling  room.  The 
second  story  was  exclusively  open  to  billiards,  and  both  this  and  the 
third  story  had  no  other  support  than  the  rafters  from  wall  to  wall. 

A  series  of  improvements  had  been  made  upon  the  house,  which 
rendered  it  a  complete  shell.  The  third  and  fourth  stories  were 
d  videJ  off  into  numerous  small  apartments,  making  tho  weight  up¬ 
on  the  former,  corajiarativcly  immense.  From  the  appearance  of 
the  ruins,  the  roof  first  gave  way,  and  bringing  down  with  it  the 
side  walls  and  ahimtley--,  which  were  loosely  built.  Every  portion 
of  the  building  was  borne  down  to  the  ground  floor.

AN  INTELLECTUAL  COMBAT. 

One  of  the  most  interesting,  masterly  and  honorable  discussions 
ever  listened  to  in  this  community,  took  place  on  Friday  evening  and 
Saturday  forenoon,  before  the  young  men’s  anti-slavery  society  m 
Julien  Hall.  The  parties  were  Mr.  George  Thompson  and  Mr. 
R.  R.  Gurley.  Its  origin  was  wholly  unanticipated  hy  all  parties. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  Friday  evening,  Mr.  George  Thomp¬ 
son  offered  a  resolution,  comdemnmg  in  the  strongest  terms,  the 
American  Colonization  Society,  as  an  obstacle  to  the  liberty  of  the 
stave  and  a  fraud  upon  humanity,  deserving  the  reprobation  of  all 
mcD.’  He  proposed  to  go  into  the  merits  of  this  resolulion,  and  inci¬ 
dentally  asked,  if  there  was  any  one  |;reseiit  who  was  disposed  to  dis¬ 
cuss  it  with  him,  and  take  the  side  of  the  Colonization  Socisiy.  A 
gentleman  rose  and  said,  ‘  I  will.’  It  was  Mr.  Gurley,  the  agent 
ofthe  Colonization  Society  and  its  most  <fficient  champion.  Mr. 
Thompson  accep  ed  the  proposal  at  once,  either  for  that  evening  or 
any  other  time.  Mr.  Gurley  was  equally  prompt,  and  it  was  ar¬ 
ranged  that  Mr.  T.  should  commence  the  discussion,  and  each  dis¬ 
putant  alternately  occupy  half  an  hour.  The  Hall  was  as  full  as  it 
could  hold,  and  the  interest  became  very  animated  to  hear  these 
two  able  champions  of  the  respective  causes  they  have  espoused, 
and  of  which  they  are  the  principal  organs. 

Mr.  Thompson  commenced  and  occupied  the  first  half  hour,  in 
statlne  his  objections  to  the  principles  and  praclicc  of  the  Coloniza¬ 
tion  Society,  as  presenting  in  his  view  a  great  barrier  lo  the  improve¬ 
ment  ofthe  colored  people,  and  to  the  emancipation  of  the  slave. 

His  principal  grounds  of  objection  were — that  the  Colonization 
Society  was  not  a  society  for  abolishing  slavery — that  its  tendency 
was  lo  proscribe  and  coerce  the  fro*  people  of  color  and  force  them 
into  expatriation — that  it  was  unriglitsous  and  a  fraud  upon  human 
itv,  by  assuming  to  cover  the  whole  anti-slavery  grou^,  when  in 
fad  it  only  perpetuated  slavery,  by  cmrying  off  the  free  blacks,  and 
thus  enhancing  the  value  of  slaves  to  their  masters — that  it  was  one 
thing  at  the  North  and  anoiher  thing  at  the  Bnuth,  condemning  sla¬ 
very,  in  one  place  aod  excusing  it  in  another — holding  to  no  fixed 
principle,  but  that  of  cold,  calculating  ex|>ediency — that  the  Coloni¬ 
zation  Society  centended  that  the  prejudices  against  Ihe  colored 
people  was  invincible,  so  that  they  could  n*'t  be  made  free  aod  hap¬ 
py  here,  hut  must  go  lo  Africa,  their  natioe  land,  while  the  aboli- 
iionist  mainiained  innl  this  prejudice,  was  vincible— that  ihs  coloni- 
zationists  contended  that  the  abolition  of  slavery  must  be  gradual, 
and  could  only  be  brought  about  by  sending  the  blacks  to  Africa, 
while  the  ab-ditionists  went  for  iincondilional,universalemancipaiion, 
noio,  as  the  only  remedy — that  the  former  insisted  the  colored  man 
could  not  and  should  not  be  happy  here,  while  the  latter  maintained 


Ihe  report.  The  Board  have  continued  Ihe  services  of  the  General 
Agent,  Mr.  Marsh,  and  have  also  employed  Rev.  A.  Durkue  to  labor 
among  the  German  population.  The  office  in  5th street,  Philadel¬ 
phia,  has  been  of  service.  Donations  have  been  made  lolhe  treas¬ 
ury  of  about  $2000.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  societies  and 
members,  but  the  number  is  not  accurately  known.  Supposed  to  be 
not  less  that  70,000  members.  "Very  few  are  base  enough  to  dis¬ 
honor  their  pledge.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  diffusion 
and  reception  of  light.  Clearer  views  are  prevailing  on  two  points, 
the  immorality  of  the  traffic,  and  the  obligation  of  temperance  men 
to  abstain  from  all  that  can  intoxicate.  On  both  these  points  Penn- 
sylvania  has  been  somewhat  in  the  rear.  The  report  mentions  one 
lady  with  particular  commendation,  who  hat  obtained  herself  490 
signers  to  the  pledge,  in  the  village  where  she  resides. 

Dr.  Reman  moved  the  acceptanee  of  the  report.  He  felt  a 
pleasure  in  the  opportunity  of  submitting  a  few  remarks  on  this  sub¬ 
ject.  Permit  me  to  say,  sir,  that  this  motion,  and  tbe  rcaeom  I 


tore  to  say  that  Bo  public  duputa’ion  was  ever  managed  on  higher 
grounds  than  this  was,  or  was  more  deeply  interesting  to  an  audi- 
enCf. 

It  was  resumed  on  Salurdav  morning  at  9  o’clock  in  Julien  Hall, 
(the  use  of  the  Masonic  Temple  having  been  rcfuseil.)  Mr. 
Thompson  replied  lo  Mr.  Gurley,  with  great  force,  and  the  latter 
sustained  himself  with  more  ability  than  the  preceding  d.-iy.  He 
charged  the  origin  of  slavery  on  the  British,  and  thought  iiin'deco- 
rsus  that  a  foreigner  should  come  here  to  lecture  us  upon  an  evil 
caused  by  his  own  government.  Mr.  T.  replied  to  ihii  with  «reat 
power.  He  admitted  that  England  was  Ihe  originator  of  slaverv, 
and  said  he  acknowledged  it  and  had  come  here  to  do  «hat  he  uoo'ld 
to  alone  for  the  crime  of  his  country.  IfGreat  Britain  was  to  blame 
for  bringing  slavery  here,  it  was  her  business  to  do  what  she  could 
to  put  It  away.  As  the  representative  of  England  he  came  here 
for  that  very  purpose,  and  he  hoped  that  Mr.  Gurley  would  not  charge 
England  with  a  crime,  and  then  make  it  a  crime  that  she  tried  lo 
remedy  F. 

The  debate  on  Saiurd^  continued  from  nine  till  half  past  one.— 
Towards  the  close,  Mr.  Gurley  stated  that  the  stale  of  his  health, 
and  particularly  his  lungs,  was  such,  he  could  not  with  .safely  con¬ 
tinue  the  debate  to-day,  and  he  was  obliged  on  Monday  to  go  to 
New  Hampshire.  He  expressed  an  imlire  \villiiii;nes8  lo  niert  the 
whole  discussion,  and  continue  it  ten  months,  it  desired,  and  he 
hoped  the  gentlemen  of  the  Anli-Slavery  Society  would  not  attrib¬ 
ute  his  declining  to  any  fear  to  meet  hi.s  opponent,  ami  go  into  Ihe 
whole  matter.  [We  hope  so  loo,  for  Mr.  G.  certainly  betrayed  no 
disposition  to  evade  a  debate  he  had  himself  courted.] 

Mr.  Thuni|>sun  treated  the  suggestion  with  great  courtesy,  and 
admitted  Ihe  plea  of  imlisjiosttion,  though  regretting  extremely  that 
Mr.  G.  could  not  po  on  further  with  the  debate.  He  then  closed  on 
his  part,  after  which  Air.  Gurley  spoke  for  some  moments  and  the 
question  on  the  resolution  was  pm,  all  present  invited  lo  vote.  It 
was  carried  in  the  affirmative,  with  four  voices  in  the  negative.  The 
whole  discussion  was  a  model  of  courinsy  and  Christian  temper  in 
tike  cases,  and  did  great  credit  to  all  parlies  concerned.  We  quc.«- 
tion  if  a  public  debate  was  ever  conducted  in  this  city  in  a  better 
spirit  and  with  more  ahilily.  Mr.  Thompson  is  one  of  the  most 
powerful  popular  orators,  that  ever  addressed  an  assimhly.  We 
think  too,  that  good  will  come  out  of  the  debate,  for  it  will  enable  the 
two  patties  better  lo  understand  each  other,  and  will  provoke  them 
to  love  and  good  works.  The  more  sociclies  there  arc  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  and  the  more  jealous  they  are  of  each  other,  the  sooner  tho 
work  will  be  accomplished,  by  ihe  force  ofpublic  opinion.

prize  it.  He  considered  it  a  great  privilege,  that  the  first  time  he 
visited  this  western  metropolis  of  Pennsylvania  he  should  have  the 
honor  of  lifiing  his  voice  in  this  cause.  He  was  happy  in  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  saying,  that  he  regarded  it  as  a  most 'glortoiis  cause, 
one  which  every  disciple  of  Christ,  every  father,  every  friend  of 
God  or  man  ought  to  make  it  both  his  duty  and  pleasure  to  contri¬ 
bute  all  his  influence  to  sustain.  In  respect  to  the  more  immediate 
•ubject  of  the  resolution,  several  considerations  had  been  already 
offered  in  the  reports  and  by  Ibe  speakers  bearing  on  this  ;  but  he 
would  offer  two  additi.mat  reasons.  One  is  the  peculiar  importance 
of  the  temperance  cause  lo  the  welfare  of  woman  :  Ihe  other,  the 
mighty  influence  she  can  exert  in  its  favor.  Can  any  one  doubt, 
that  if  the  whole  female  populatiixi  of  Pittsburgh  would  unite  in 
testifying  their  delibei  ate  determination  of  frowning  on  all  who  make, 
veiH(or  use  intoxicating  drinks,  there  would  be  a  speedy  triumph  ol 
the  cause  here  7  Who  that  has  one  ingenuous  sentiment,  who  that 
is  fit  to  live  in  society,  would  dare  to  drink,  in  the  lace  of  the  frowns 
and  the  detestation  of  the  whole  female  sex  ?  How  would  all  use  of 
■otoxicatiiig  drinks  skulk  from  tho  sight,  and  how  soon  bo  banisbod

lionists  maintained  that  slavery  was  an  irret-isiible  barrier  to  Chris¬ 
tianity,  while  ihe  colunizationists  contended  that  slaves  could  be 
christianized  as  well  as  if  they  were  free.  These  were  Ihe  points 
he  wished  Mr.  Gurley  to  meet.  Mr.  T.  also  said  that  he  was  no 
enemy  lo  Christian  colonization,  but  he  was  opposed  to  founding 
such  colonies  by  coercion  and  the  sword,  and  protecting  them  by 
discharging  nine  pom  ders  into  masses  ofhiiman  flesh.  He  denounc¬ 
ed  in  glowing  language, the  scheme  of  coercive  rxpatriaiion,adopied 
by  AIaryland,andchargeilituponlh«sColonizalten  Society,  who  had 
endorsed  it. 

Mr.  Gurley  replied  in  his  first  half  hour.  His  object  in  coming 
here  was  to  get  at  the  truth — to  disabuse  the  anii->lavery  society 
ofthe  unjust  prejudices  they  held  against  the  Colonization  Society, 
and,  if  possible,  to  allay  that  fi.  ry  spirit  that  was  raging  m  the 
North,  to  the  injury  ofthe  slave,  the  exasperation uf the  South,  and 
the  danger  of  the  Union.  It  was  a  great  political  question,  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  perraanenev  of  all  our  political  iiislilutions,  and  one  with 
which  he  conceived  a  foreigner  had  no  right  lo  interfere,  *1  he  cry 
of  equal  rights,  now  raised  by  the  ami-slavery  society,  was  the 
watchward  ofthe  French  revolution,  which  led  to  all  the  horrors  of 
that  peroid,  and  in  its  effects  upon  the  slaves  of  St.  Domingo,  bather 
that  Island  in  blood— he  denied  that  the  Colonization  Society  held 
that  preju  lic«  was  invincible  an  that  their  object  was  not  coercion, 
but  to  colonize  free  people  of  color,  wi  h  their  own  consent,  and  on 
no  other  grounds.  He  contended  that  not  frrtm  prejuili<  e,  but  from 
an  ordination  of  Providence  the  biheks  could  not  be  happy  here,  and 
could  never  rise  to  any  eon-i  emble  degree  of  mural  elevaiiun — 
that  the  object  was  lop'ani  a  Christian  colony  in  Liberia,  that  should 
pul  a  stop  to  the  slave  trade,  an  I  improve  the  condition  of  the  Afri¬ 
can  race.  He  was  desirous  that  all  should  do  all  in  their  power  to 
improve  the  condition  of  the  blacks,  and  there  was  room  enough  to 
unite  us  all  in  the  glorious  scheme  of  colonization,  which  not  only 
embraced  the  colored  population  here,  but  was  designed,  by  send¬ 
ing  them  to  Africa,  lo  enable  them  to  carry  forward  their  brethren 
there  in  improvement  and  Christianity.  The  only  aense  in  which 
the  Colonization  Society  regarded  Africa  as  the  native  land  of  tha 
blacks,  was  that  tt  was  their  mother  land  and  tbs  climate  there  ww
